The administration ot Grover 
Cleveland ends today, and lorever. 
We shall never again have Instilled 
into ns Mugwump sermons about his 
houesty, his purity, his gieatness 
nor be tempted by promises of the 
richness ol the clover upon which we 
shall feed by electing him to the 
Chief Magistracy of the Republic. 
Mis administration of affsiri, both 
domeatic and loreifn, has been a 
dreary, dismal and deal- uctive failure, 
ni. relieved, except by two succesacs, 
for both of which he was Indebted to 



the Republican party, hecuise they 
were the only tw 1 impirtant meix- 
mes bf his administration spin which 
he was right, and therefore the Re- 
publicans sustained him 

Bach of these measures wis, how- 
ever, of su :h vltsl imoortsnee th t 
his position up»i tn;m seenrel greit 
results, ani entitled hi u to high 
ere lit. The one wai th; repeat of 
the purchasing clause of the Sher- 
man bill; the other, the assertion of 
the Monro; doctrine in respect to the 
dispute over the Venezuelan bounda- 
ry. In repealing the Bland Allison 
law the Democrats endeavored to pass 
an act for free silver coinage. To 
prevent this Repili- '-siis compromis- 
ed upon the Sherman bill, ol which 
they were never satisfied, and which, 
daring the Harrison administration, 
Senator Sherman denounced in the 
Senate as fraught with the gravest 
dangers. 

The financial panic necessarily fol- 
lowing the triumphs of a party 
pledged to revolutionize the economic 
policy of the Government for a gen- 
eration was blindly interpreted by the 
President to be the result of the pur- 
chasing clause of the Sherman law, 
and he early called a special session 
of Congress for the purpose of its re- 
peal, which would have been impos- 
sible except lor the active aid and in- 
fluence of Republican Senators and 
Represetatives. 

It certainly wonld have been impos- 
sible for a Republican administration 
to have secured this repeal, because 
upon every financial or economic 
measure proposed by Republicans the ' 
Democrats arrayed themselves in j 
unanimous opposition, without regard 
to its merit or its emergency. In spite 
of violent resistance by several Dem- 
ocratic leaders, President Cleveland 
obtained enough votes Irorn bis party 
in Congress to secure, with the aid of 
the Republicans, the repeal of the 1 
law. As his position in regard to 
free silver coinage displayed during 
this contest served to irreconcilably 
open a breach between the silver and 
sound money wings of the Democratic 
party, It may be assnmed that, in 
spite ot the losses cause by his tree 
trade experiments, the country will 
be to a great extent indemnified by 
the death of the Democratic paity. 

The President unfolded the Yene- 
zndlan incident upon na in some what 
ol a hysterical manner, but aa he had 
a Republican Congress to deal with, 
the affair was taken up promptly in 
a business-like manner, and has been 
conducted with dignity to a success- 
ful close.
